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Thirty-one  committees,  appointed  by  the  President,  were 
busy  during  1931  gathering  data  and  information  on  “Home 
Building  and  Home  Ownership.”  A  joint  conference  was 
held  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  early  in  December. 

One  of  these  committees,  consisting  of  thirty-four  members, 
was  sent  out  to  obtain  information  on  “Landscape  Planning 
and  Planting.”  This  committee  emphasized  the  effectiveness 
of  proper  landscaping  in  increasing  economic  value  and  beauty 
of  residential  property,  and  declared  that  it  is  an  “actual 
extravagance”  not  to  plant  the  home  grounds.  It  also 
brought  out  the  fact  that  real  estate  men  realize  the  additional 
sales  value  of  landscape  planting. 

One  of  the  main  points  brought  out  was  that  the  home 
grounds  should  be  planted,  and  planted  intelligently.

CARE 

The  bundles  should  be  opened  immediately,  the  roots  dipped 
in  water,  then  heeled  in  moist  ground  so  that  the  mellow  earth 
will  come  in  contact  with  the  roots  and  thoroughly  protect 
them  from  the  air,  having  the  earth  tramped  solid  about  them. 

When  ready  to  plant,  take  up  only  a  few  at  a  time,  puddle 
the  roots  and  do  not  allow  them  to  lie  exposed  to  the  sun  or 
air. 

The  ground  should  be  carefully  prepared  by  deep  plowing 
and  firming  down  with  a  disc  and  harrow. 

PLANTING 

The  holes  for  planting  must  be  large  enough  to  receive  the 
roots  freely,  without  cramping  or  bending  them  from  their 
natural  position.  All  broken  or  mutilated  portions  of  the 
roots  must  be  cut  off  so  as  to  leave  the  ends  smooth  and 
sound.  All  trees  should  be  planted  two  or  three  inches  deeper 
than  they  stood  in  the  nursery  row;  pack  the  soil  very  firmly 
about  the  roots  by  tamping  with  the  feet  or  post  tamper ,  being 
careful  not  to  bark  or  break  the  roots.  Leave  three  inches  of 
the  surface  soil  loose  to  serve  as  a  mulch.  If  the  ground  is 
very  dry,  apply  one  to  two  pails  of  water  before  this  soil 
mulch  is  in  place,  and  after  the  water  has  soaked  away  it  can 
then  be  placed  over  the  moist  soil.

Rule — Multiply 'the  distance  in  feet  between  the  rows  by 
the  distance  the  plants  are  apart  in  the  rows,  and  the  product 
will  be  the  number  of  square  feet  for  each  plant,  which,  divided 
into  the  number  of  square  feet  in  an  acre  (43,560),  will  give 
the  number  of  plants  or  trees  to  the  acre. 

SUITABLE  DISTANCE  FOR  PLANTING 

Apples — 30  to  40  feet  apart  each  way. 

Standard  Pears  and  Cherries — 20  feet  apart  each  way. 

Plums,  Peaches  and  Apricots — 16  to  18  feet  apart  each  way. 
Dwarf  Pears  and  Quinces — 10  to  12  feet  apart  each  way. 
Grapes — rows  of  10  to  16  feet  apart;  7  to  10  feet  in  rows. 
Currants  and  Gooseberries— 4  feet  apart. 

Raspberries  and  Blackberries — 3  to  4  by  5  to  7  feet. 
Strawberries,  for  field  culture — 1  by  3  to  3 Yl  feet. 

Strawberries,  for  garden  culture — 1  to  2  feet  apart. 

Asparagus,  for  field  culture — 18  to  24  inches  by  3H  to  4  feet. 
Asparagus,  for  garden  culture — 18  to  24  inches  apart  each  way.
